Members of the public will be 
allowed to give a three minute 
presentation on their support for 

a the project. 

The Grayling Regional 
Chamber of Commerce had 
chartered a bus to take officials 
to the meeting. But on Friday, 
the bus was canceled as more 
people planned to travel in their 

own personal vehicles, and the 

chamber did not want to cover 
the cost of seats that were not

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State plans 
pair of 
Grayling 
road projects 


Road contractors are slated to 
do a pair of projects on the I-75 
Business Loop and M-72 East 
next month, 

Officials from the Michigan 
Department of Transportation’s 
(MDOT) Grayling 
Transportation Service center 
said, last week, that about an 
eighth of a mile of road 
improvements will take place in 
Grayling as part of the spring 
construction season. 

Both north bound and south 
bound lanes on the I-75 
Business Loop will be paved 
from the exit ramp off the inter- 
state to the Lake State Railroad 
Crossing. M-72 East, from the 
intersection of the I-75 Business 
Loop to Fulton Street, will also 
be upgraded. ; 

The work wil! entail removing 
an inch and a half of the road 
surface, re-milling the material 
and applying a new coat of 
asphalt to remove the ruts in the 
road and extend the life of the 
road surface, said Bill Wahl, 
delivery engineer for MDOT’s 
Grayling Transportation Service 
Center. 

The project will cost about 
$205,000, Wahi said. . 

The project will include day- 


‘time lane closures, but a mini- 


mum of one lane will be open to 
traffic in each direction. All 
lanes will be open to traffic on 
weekends, Width restrictions 
will also be in effect during the

Conviction upheld in ‘Thor’ abuse case

46th Circuit Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy upheld a con- 
viction for a Roscommon man 
accused of neglecting a yellow 
labrador named “Thor” in a high 
profile animal abuse case decid- 
ed by a jury last year. 

Lawrence Edward Baumgart, 
47 of Roscommon, appealed his 
conviction for one count of ani- 
mal-abandoning/cruelty, which 
was decided after a one day jury 
trial held in June 2007. 

Thor was found on Jan. 11, 
2007, emaciated in a carport 
where Lawrence Baumgart’s 


: At. the ; gazebo on main street (from: 8 am till ; 
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mother, Judith Baumgart, lives 
on Stephan Bridge Road. The 
dog was tied to a golf cart witha 
nylon strap. Judith Baumgart 
told Gail Foguth, the Crawford 
County animal control officer, 
the dog wandered into her yard, 
although she knew that her son 
was looking for a dog that he 
claimed ran away from his truck. 

Dawn LaCasse, a Prudenville 
attorney who handled 
Baumgart’s appeal, argued that 
evidence of the treatment of the 
six other labradors, seized by 
Roscommon County animal con- 
trol officers from Baumgart's 


‘kennel, was improperly. admit-' 
ted at trial as character evidence. 


Baumgart agreed to relinquish 
the ownership of the six labs 
after being interviewed by Terry 
MacKillop, the Roscommon 
County animal control officer. 
Baumgart admitted owning Thor 
during the confrontation. 
Veterinarians for the Grayling 
Hospital for Animals and the 


Roscommon Veterinary Clinic 


were able to help officers deter- 
mine the ownership of Thor 
based on the similar condition of 
the other dogs. 

“The introduction of and refer- 
ence to the health of the six dogs 
coercively relinquished in 
Roscommon County was unfair- 
ly prejudicial ‘and outweighed 
the probative value of allowing 
this evidence,” LaCasse wrote in 
her appeal brief. “In fact, the 
proposed evidence was precisely 
intended to show the criminal 
propensity of the defendant, and 
the jury found his conformance 
to that propensity.” 

In his ruling, Murphy sided 


_ with Crawford County Assistant 


Prosecutor Dave Sabin, saying 
that the evidence was allowed 
under provisions of Michigan 


court rules to show that the other 
acts proved intent, knowledge, 
identity and absence of an acci- 
dent in the treatment of Thor. 
LaCasse also argued the rele- 
vance of the evidence being sub- 
mitted to the jury, saying the care 
and treatment of the six dogs in 
Roscommon County has no 
bearing on the treatment of a dog 


lost in Crawford County. She_ 
also argued that once Thor was 


out of Baumgart's custody, he 
had no control over the dog’s 
care and treatment. LaCasse 
claimed that the evidence sub- 
jected Baumgart to unfair preju- 
dice at trial. | | 

Murphy, again, sided with the 
prosecution, saying that the evi- 
dence was material because it 
was inherently related to the 
probable way that Thor was 
treated, — 

‘Finally, Murphy also ruled 
that Crawford County District 
Court Judge Monte Burmeister 
used reasonable discretion 
allowing the evidence by offer- 
ing instructions to the jury, 
regarding the information about 
the dogs from Roscommon 
County, as they were hearing and 
deciding the case. 

“Because the burden of prov- 
ing an abuse of discretion rests 
on the party alleging the same, 
and because there is no evidence 
to support an inference of an 
abuse of discretion by the trial 
court, this court will not imply or 
find such an abuse,” Murphy 
wrote in his opinion. 

Criminal charges were never 
sought against Baumgart in 
Roscommon County. 

“The Crawford County 
Prosecuting Attorney’s office 
does not indulge in assessing the 
charging or prosecutorial deter- 
mination of other counties, but 
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would confirm that a crime was 
committed and the defendant 
committed the charged crime as 
determined by a jury of his 
peers,” Sabin wrote in his brief 
for the appeal. 

Murphy ruled that Baumgart’s 
conviction should stand, and hé 
was not warranted a new trial for 
the charge which would have 
excluded the admission of evi- 
dence regarding the dogs from 
Roscommon County. 

Baumgart was sentenced to 
serve 30 days in the Crawford 
County Jail. He was also ordered 
to pay $4,203.83 in court costs, 
fines and restitution, and ordered 
to perform 200 hours of commu- 
nity service at area animal shel- 
ters, while serving two years of 
probation. He was also ordered 
not to own animals. 

Sabin said he was pleased with 
Murphy’s ruling. 

“The facts are the facts, and 
you can’t dispute those,” he said. 

Cheryl Postma, director of the 
AuSable Valley Animal Shelter, 
cared for Thor at her home since 
he was discovered by Foguth. 
Thor developed congestive heart 
disease, Postma made the diffi- 
cult decision to have Thor eutha- 
nized in October 2007, when his 
condition worsened to the point 
of continuous pain and discom- 
fort. \ 

A fund at the AuSable Valley 
Animal Shelter, called “Thor's 
Fund,” was established in the 
dog’s honor to help pay for vet- 
erinary expenses for animals in 
need of medical attention. 

In a recent court hearing, 
Baumgart was urged to clarify 
where he was living. Sabin said 
Baumgart had given the address 
of his mother’s home to proba- 
tion officials. His mother cur- 
rently has licenses through the 
county for seven dogs. 


Baumgart’s request to do his 
community service at other 
places besides animal shelters 
was also denied.

deliver, said Crawford County 
- Sheriff Kirk Wakefield. 
| STING officers and 
' Crawford County Sheriff’s 
' Deputies received the tip that 
‘led to McCullough’s arrest 
‘from Grayling City Police 


Officer Al Somero, who assist- 
ed officers with the arrest. 

McCullough had moved to 
Grayling from Oscoda County, 
and failed to register with 
police as a sex offender. 

McCullough was paroled 
from prison in June 2007, after 
serving 10 years for first- 
degree criminal sexual con- 
duct. 

Authorities are seeking 
charges for failing to register as 
a sex offender, 


On the same day, STING | 


officers and sheriff’s deputies 
also served a search warrant to 
a resident in Frederic 
Township. While searching the 
home, officers seized three- 
fourths of a pound of marijua- 
na, prescription drugs, cash and 
other drug evidence. Several 
warrants are being sought for 
the people who were at the res- 
idence, Wakefield said.

New trial ordered in 
drug dealing case

Justices from the Michigan 
Court of Appeals ordered a new 
trial for a Grayling man, con- 
victed of delivering a pain relief 
patch to an undercover officer, 
due to the inadmissibility of 
evidence. 

Michigan Court of Appeals 
Justices Kirsten Frank Kelly, 
Mark J. Cavanagh and Peter D. 
O'Connell, on April 1, remand- 
ed a case for Joseph Marrhew 
Haskin, 54 of Grayling, back to 
Crawford County Circuit Court 
for a new trial. 

46th Circuit Court Judge 
Dennis F. Murphy sentenced 
Haskin on June 8, 2006, to 
serve one year and one month 
to 30 years in prison, after 
being convicted by a jury for 
delivering a mixture containing 
less than 50 grams of fentanyl, 
and two counts of delivering a 
mixture containing less than 50 
grams of morphine. Haskin is 
currently serving his sentence 
at the G. Robert Cotton 


Correctional Facility in 
Jackson. 

Haskin was arrested by offi- 
cers from the Strike 


Investigative Narcotics Group 
(STING), after selling the drugs 
to an undercover officer on 
March 23, 2004, and Apr! 3. 
2004. 

At Haskin’s trial, a forensic 
laboratory report, compiled by 
Karen Brooks a forensic scien- 
tist from the Michigan State 
Police. Crime Lab in Grayling, 
was admitted as evidence to 
establish that the illegal sub- 
stance sold was fentanyl. 
Fentanyl is a narcotic given to 
cancer patients who are experi- 
encing chronic pain. 

The report was used as evi- 
dence, but Brooks was not 
‘available to"téstify ‘at the’ trial. 


Instead, John Lucey, another — 


forensic scientist from the lab, 
testified about the validity of 
the report and the methods used 
to compile the data. 

Crawford County Prosecutor 
John Huss conceded that 
admission of the report at the 
trial was erroneous since state- 
ments made by Lucey would be 
considered hearsay, and 
Haskin's defense attorney did 
not haye the opportunity to 
cross-examine Brooks about 
the report prepared for the trial, 
according to the Court of 
Appeals’ opinion. 

Haskin was represented by 
court appointed attorney 
Stephen Connor at his trial. 

Lucey also testified that the 
substance was fentanyl based 
on comparisons of packets con- 
taining the patches with photo-. 
graphs in a reference book. 

Court of Appeals Justices 
said that expert-testimony must 
be based on sufficient facts or 
data and must be the product of 
reliable principals and methods. 
Since Lucey's testimony was 
only based on comparisons of 
the labels with the photographs, 
there was no affirmative con- 
clusion that the packages con- 
tained an illegal substance. The 
justices ruled that the evidence 
did not prove beyond a reason- 
able doubt that the substance 
was fentanyl. 

The justices ordered a new 
trial for the fentanyl delivery 
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charge. 

The justices, however, upheld 
convictions for delivering a 
mixture containing less than 50 
grams of morphine. Lucey per- 
formed a chemical analysis on 
one of the morphine pills, and 
the test revealed that morphine 
was contained within the tablet. 
The tablet had the same appear- 
ance and markings as pills that 
were admitted to evidence dur- 
ing Haskin's trial. 

Haskin, in his appeal, also 
claimed that he was represented 
by an ineffective legal counsel 
at his trial because his attorney 
failed to raise an insanity or 
temporary insanity defense. 

The justices ruled that Haskin 
failed to provide evidence, at 
his trial, that an insanity condi- 
tion existed to support the rea- 
sonable consideration or inves- 
tigation of an insanity defense. 

Finally, Haskin appealed his 
sentence, claiming the punish- 
ment violated his state and fed- 
eral constitutional guarantees 
against cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment. 

Court of Appeals Justices 
noted that the Michigan 
Department of Corrections offi- 
cials were recommending a 
harsher sentence for Haskin. 
They also said that his status as 
a habitual: offender was also 
considered when his sentence 
was being considered. 

“There is nothing to indicate 
the trial court erred by not giv- 
ing an even more lenient mini- 
mum sentence than suggested 
by the Department of 
Corrections,” the justices wrote 
in their opinion. “And, while 
the maximum sentences are 
long, they are appropriate for 
the seriousness of the offenses 
as well as the defendant's habit- 
ual offender status.”

Since the first Bible published 
in the English language in this 
tountry had an American imprint 
carrying a recommendation by 
the Congress of 1777, it was 
sometimes called the Bible 
Congress. Some history of this 
tongress is recorded in the 140- 
year-old book by Benjamin F. 
Morris entitled The Christian 
Life and Character of the Civil 
Institutions of the United States:

. “As early as the beginning of 
the last century, laws existed in 
some of the colonies requiring 
pvery family to be furnished with 
a Bible. This supply continued to 
be kept up by individual exertion 
until the meeting of the first 
Congress in 1777, one year after 
the Declaration of Independence. 
In the early formation of our gov- 
ernment, those who looked upon 
the experiment with jealous eyes 
anticipated a speedy dissolution 
from the fact that it made no pro- 
wision for the establishment of 
religion. Although the legislative 
power of our country is prohibit- 
ed from making laws prescribing 
and enforcing the observance of 
any particular faith or form of 
worship, yet it is equally power-

sheds a clear and steady light 
over every subsequent eventful 
period. The public recognition of 
God in that act was of infinitely 
greater importance in giving sta- 
bility to the times, securing the 
permanency of our institutions, 
than all the imposing and formi- 
dable array of legal enactments 
ever made for the establishment 


of religion.” os 
“The committee, finding it

difficult to procure the necessary 
material, such as paper and types, 
recommended Congress, ‘the use 
of the Bible being so universal, 
and its importance so great,’ to 
direct the Committee of 
Commerce to import, at the 
expense of Congress, twenty 
thousand English Bibles from 
Holland, Scotland, or elsewhere, 
into the different ports of the 
States of the Union. The report 
was adopted, and the importation 
ordered.” 

The author concluded, “Who, 
in view of this fact, will call in 
question the assertion that this is 
a Bible nation? Who will 
charge the Government with 
indifference to religion, when the 
first Congress of the States 
assumed all the rights and per- 
formed all the duties of a Bible 
society long before such an insti- 
tution had an existence?’ As 
Proverbs 14:34 says. 
“34Righteousness exalteth a 
nation: but sin is a reproach to 
any people.’ This nation was 
founded upon God, the Bible, 
and Christianity.

As interior and exterior build- 
ing renovations are being com- 
pleted, the Southards are creating 
an 1890s facade to pay tribute to 
Shoppenagon's heritage in the 
community, 

“That’s the time period we are 
going for,” Southard said. 

A canoe paddle made by 
Shoppenagon will be included in 
the memorabilia at the business.

Artist to feature cracked glass 
vases during Spring Art Walk 


Diana Nickerson, an accom- 
plished glass artist, will feature 
her cracked glass vases at 
Flowers by Josie/Thanks-a- 
Latte during the Spring Art 
Walk on April 26, from 1 p.m. 
to 5 p.m, in downtown 
Grayling. 

Nickerson began working in 
stained glass in high school in 
Gaylord and continued her stud- 
ies at South Seattle Community 
College in Seattle, Wash. 

For the past 17 years, she has 
devoted herself to her art career, 
but prior to that, she held a day- 
job to help pay the bills. Ten 
years ago, she expanded her cre- 
ativity by using fused glass fired 
in a kiln and then worked with 
polymer clay combined with 
fused glass and bead work to 
create exquisite jewelry. 

One afternoon, Nickerson 
was fascinated as the sun glis- 
tened off the intricate pattern of 
a shattered window that lay in 
her back yard. This broken 
window led her down another 
path of creativity. She took 
some rose peddles and onion 
skin and glued them to a glass 
vase. Then she carefully glued 
the bits of broken window over 
the flower peddles and rubbed 
grout into the cracks. 

Over the years, she has 
improved the process so that the 
flowers don’t lose their color 
and has expanded their useful- 
ness to include lamp shades, 
candle holders, flower vases and 
mirrors. Her studio walls are 
lined with bookshelves holding 
hundreds of pressed flowers 
from her garden.

Theme park developer to brief state officials

Regional Chamber of 
Commerce. “We, want to. give 
them some positive feedback on 
the theme park and for the sale of 
the land.” 

DNR officials have been wait- 
ing for the fast several months for 
developers to submit financial 
documents and other information 
about the project before the sale 
of land is considered. 

DNR officials have asked staff 
from the Michigan Economic 
Development Corporation 
(MEDC) to review the financial 
information from the developers. 
The developers are seeking funds 


from MEDC and Michigan 
Department of Transportation to 
help the. project... ..., 

. Bridget Beckman, spokesper- 
son for the MEDC, said the 
developers have not provided the 
documents to verify their financ- 
ing. 

Dave Freed, chief of land and 
facilities for the DNR, said peo- 
ple could speak both for and 
against the theme park at the 
meeting under guidelines estab- 
lished for Natural Resources 
Commission meetings. Freed, 
however, said no recommenda- 
tion for the sale of the property 
for the park is pending. 


What happens to the paper you recycle? 


e Waste paper is collected, baled and transported to Recycle 
America in Saginaw. From there it is loaded on train cars or 
trucks for transportation to a paper recycling mill. 

e At the paper mill, waste paper is fed into a huge blender called 

a “hydrapulper” which mixes water with the paper, pulling inks 
away from the paper fibers and separating the fibers. 

¢ The pulp mixture passes through several different sized 
screens, which separate the paper fibers from the paper clips, 
staples and other contaminants, 


¢ In most cases, this clean pulp is then mixed with some new 
wood pulp to make the recycled paper stronger. The final 


fixture is pressed into sheets, dried, finished and placed onto 
rolls. Most paper fibers can be recycled several times. 


“People can come show their 
support or non-support or what- 
ever itis, but we aren't going to 
forward anything for action at 
this point until the financing is in 
place,” Freed said. 

Developers are proposing that 
the park would include roller 
coasters, a race track, a water 
park, the world’s tallest 
Christmas tree and Ferris wheel, 
a World War II aircraft carrier 
and an area where Christmas is 
celebrated all year long. They 
said it would create 2,000 jobs, 
700 of which would be full-time 
positions, and would have an 
annual payroll of $25 million.

attractive features of a home, 
such as the texture of brick or 
stucco or interesting architectur- 
al details.

(HIT) — An Internet search 
reveals that there are more than 
33 million sites one can visit to 
learn about controlling moisture 
and. mold. Coming to the rescue 
of homeowners and builders 
alike who are looking for sim- 
ple, understandable advice is the 
Responsible Solutions to Mold 
Coalition (RSMC), which 
recently announced its top 10 
nominations for the best sources 
of information on mold preven- 
tion, These sources and a newly 
updated brochure on controlling 
moisture and mold are available 
through the Coalition’s Web site 
(www.responsiblemoldsolu- 


tions.org). 
What’s encouraging about 
these various information 


sources is they support one fun- 
damental message: If you con- 
trol moisture, you'll control 
mold. That has been at the heart 
of what RSMC has communicat- 
ed over the past year. There is a 
common misperception among 
homeowners and builders that 
water intrusion is inevitable and 
therefore mold-resistant prod- 
ucts are the answer. This is sim- 
ply not the case. While mold- 
resistant products can play an 
important role, dry buildings and 
homes are the result of careful 
design, construction and mainte- 
nance. 

In evaluating the best sources 
of information on moisture/mold 
control, RSMC identified some 
of the most common errors that 
lead to water intrusion and mold 
growth: 

¢ Wet building materials:

improperly stored at the job site. 
They should not be delivered 
until it’s time to install them, and 
while they’re being stored, they 
should be off the ground. and 
covered tightly with a tarp. 

¢ Rushed building schedules 
that do not allow enough time 
for joint compound, tile grout, 
paint and sprayed foam insula- 
tion to dry adequately. 

¢ Roofs that are designed in a 
manner that does not provide a 
clear pathway for water to move 
off of the roof and into gutters 
and downspouts. 

¢ Blocked gutters and down- 
spouts that are improperly 
installed in a manner that directs 
water toward the house. 

¢ Improper grading around the 
house that directs water into the 
basement. 

¢ Water or waste pipes 
installed in exterior walls — in 
northern climates as tempera- 
tures vary, condensation can 
form on pipes that are normally 
surrounded by insulation, mak- 
ing drainage impossible. 

* Failure to place water-han- 
dling appliances such as dish- 
washers and washing machines 


in large pans that drain away 
from the house. These pans are 
commonly available at home 
improvement centers. 

* Failure to replace washing 
machine hoses. This is the lead- 
ing insurance claim for water 
damage. 

* Failure to replace water 
heaters every 10 to 12 years. 
Most homeowners wait until 
their water heater fails (and usu- 
ally leaks). Deferred replace- 
ment is more costly in the long 
run. 

e Lack of flashing around 
doors, windows, roofs and chim- 
neys that safely channel water 
away from the house, and allow 
walls to dry out.

(HIT) “Paint color and 
sheen can influence a person’s 
perception on size and width of a 
room,’ Debbie Zimmer, Rohm 
and Haas Paint Quality Institute 
(PQ) paint and color expert, 
says. “By taking a cue from 
fashion, a person’s living space 
can be viewed as larger or small- 
er or taller or shorter.” 

For instance, a light-colored 
paint will make a small room 
appear bigger, while darker 
shades will make a large room 
appear more intimate. Persons 
can use these types of paint- 
induced optical illusions in any 
space in their homes. Zimmer 
recommends three easy tips to 
“adjust size” of living spaces: 

Raise or Lower the Ceiling 

If a ceiling feels too low, 
bright white can “raise” your 
perception of its height. By tak- 
ing a cue from clothing design- 
ers, adventuresome homeowners 
can paint their walls with verti- 
cal stripes to enhance the sense 


of height. 

On the other hand, dramatic 
high ceilings may cause a living 
space to feel cavernous. To visu- 
ally lower ceiling height, add a 
mid to'deep hue on the ceiling. 
Another alternative is to paint 
horizontal stripes on the walls. 

Shrink or Expand Rooms 

Just as a dark monochromatic 
outfit can visually “slim” an 
appearance, a monochromatic 
paint scheme can do the same in 
a large space. Choosing a darker 
shade for the walls will reign in 
a large room and create a cozy 
and intimate space. 

Is your room too narrow and 
long? Just widen it by painting 
the shorter walls a deeper color 
than the longer walls. If color 
alone is not enough to change 
the perceived dimensions, use 
color combinations to create 
visual breaks. Divide your wall 
space horizontally with a chair 
rail and paint the upper and 
lower portions different hues.

(HIT) — Is something bugging 
you? More importantly, with 
summer approaching, is some- 
thing bugging your trees? If you 


‘don’t know, it’s time to find out 


— take a look around your yard 
because insects and disease can 
seriously harm trees and plants. 

“Having trees at home can 
bring a touch of nature to any 
yard, but homeowners need to 
know that trees in urban settings 
need a little help because they 
are growing in unnatural condi- 
tions,” said Jim  Skiera, 


Executive Director of the 


International Society of 


_ Arboriculture (ISA). “A hostile 


environment and the presence of 
insects and disease can serious- 
ly harm trees and plants.” 

Trees and other landscape 
plants need light, water, and 
nutrients, but too much or too 
little of any of these resources 
can cause plant stress. Severe 
stress can weaken a tree’s resis- 
tance to diseases and insects. 

Preventing Insects and 
Disease 

Observation is the most 
important preventative tool. 
What should you look for? 
Early symptoms of problems 
usually appear in the spring. 
Dying branches in the upper 
part of the canopy (called 
dieback), yellowing, and flag- 
ging can be symptoms of dis- 
eases and environmental stress, 
while leaf drop or leaf spots are 
common symptoms of foliar 
disease. 

What should you do if. you 
notice problems? Take care of 
the obvious symptoms first. 
Trees in overly dry areas should 
be watered. Compacted soil 
should be nourished with organ- 
ic mulch to reduce the soil’s 
bulk density and to provide

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slow-release nutrients to sur- 
rounding trees. 

Homeowners can also benefit 
from plant healthcare plans, 
where professionals do on-site 
inspections to ensure tree and 
plant health. Developing a plant 
healthcare plan will help keep 
track of a tree’s history enabling 
more effective preventative care. 
For example, if a tree has a his- 
tory of foliar disease, preventa- 
tive sprays can be applied to 
reduce the chances of disease 
recurrence. 

Diseases 

Tree diseases are caused by 
infectious or living organisms 
such as fungi, viruses and bacte- 
ria. Disorders, which can exhib- 
it disease-like symptoms, are 
caused by noninfectious or non- 
living agents such as nutrient 
deficiencies, temperature 
extremes, vandalism or pollu- 
tants. 

Diseases develop when: 

¢ A pathogen is present (dis- 
ease-causing agent). 

¢ A plant is vulnerable to that 
particular pathogen. 

e¢ The environment is con- 
ducive to disease development. 

Insects 

Often considered a “sec- 
ondary problem” to environ- 
mental stress, insects can retard 
plant growth, weaken tree struc- 
ture, and spread plant diseases 
by feeding on trees. 

e Chewing insects, like bee- 
tles and caterpillars, eat leaves, 
flowers and twigs. 
Discoloration and uneven or 
broken edges are signs that 
chewing insects might be pre- 
sent. 

* Sucking insects, like aphids 
and mealybugs, feed on sap 
within the plant. Damage 1s 
indicated by the discoloration, 
drooping, and wilting of leaves, 
and the presence of honeydew. 

¢ Boring insects, like bark 
beetles, feed beneath the bark of 
the tree as larvae. Most borers 
are attracted to, and successfully 
attack, stressed trees often 
killing them. 

“Just because you find an 
insect on a plant does not mean 
that’s the one causing the dam- 
age,” said Fred Miller, Joliet 
Junior College. While some 
insects can threaten tree health, 
many are helpful and actually 
rid trees of dangerous or harm- 
ful insects. “For example, many 
people think the lady bird beetle 
is harmful, but they actually eat 
aphids, which are the insects 


that really harm trees and 
plants.” 

Diagnosis and Treatment 

Correct diagnosis of plant 
health problems requires careful 
examination of the situation. 
The ISA offers these tips to aid 
in your assessment: 

¢ Accurately identify the 
plant. Insects and disease are 
plant-specific, limiting the num- 
ber of suspected pests. 

* Look for a pattern of abnor- 
mality. Compare the affected 
plant with others on the site, 
especially those of the same 
species. 

¢ Carefully examine the land- 
scape. The history of the proper- 
ty and the adjacent land may 
reveal many problems. 

¢ Examine the roots. Note 
their color. Brown or black roots 
may signal problems. 

¢ Check the trunk and branch- 
es. Wounds in the trunk can pro- 
vide entrances for pathogens 
and wood-rotting organisms. 

¢ Note the position and 
appearance of affected leaves. 
Dead leaves at the top of the tree 
are usually the result of environ- 
mental or mechanical root 
stress. Twisted or curled leaves 
may indicate, viral infection, 
insect feeding or exposure to 
herbicides. 

Treatment depends on the 
particular insect or disease prob- 
lem, the species of plant or tree 
affected, the extent of the prob- 
lem, factors specific to the envi- 
ronment and local regulations. 
Homeowners who have doubts 
about how to proceed should 
consult a certified tree care pro- 
fessional for advice.
